FOR THEIR MONEY 


Teheran. Dec. 26.—M. MornarJ. the 


Celgian who succeeded \V. Morgan 
Shnster as treasurer general of Per- 
sia's finances, after the American had 
been bundled out of the shah's do- 
mains, as a result of the unbendlns: 
opposition of Russia and threats of 
war, is in conflict with the Teheran 
povernment as a consequence of the 
astonishing personal attack on him at 
the premier's residence. He went 
there Tuesday In /esponse to an invi- 
tation to discuss the financial position 
and was surprised to find the court 
>ard and garden through which the 
house is approached thronged with 
Bakhtiari tribesmen, who greeted him 
with angry and insulting cries. 


Ail the government ministers, ei- 


cepting- the foreign minister, had 
rembled to receive M. Mornard's re- 
port, and during tb« discussion the 
treasurer general emphasized the im 
possibility of providing funds for the 
administration unless the railway ne- 
gotiations were concluded. The pre- 
mier then asked whether th«»re was 
money available to pay the Bakhtiari 
tribesmen. 
M. Mornard 
said 
no. 


whereupon the minister of war. who 
ie himself a Bakhtiari. left the council 
and went to the courtyard, where he 
spake to the tribesmen. 


Immediately there waa a, fierce up- 


roar of angry shoots. follow«Ki by a 
violent attack on M. Mornard's coach- 
man and bis gendarmerie escort- Al!
